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LPC  votes  to 
reconfigure 
schools 


Reconfiguration 
John  Adair  and 

The  Adair  County  School 
District  Local  Planning 
Committee  voted  last  week 
to  reconfigure  the  Adair 
County  School  District. 

Superintendent  Alan 
Reed  spoke  to  the  LPC  on 
Thursday  about  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  reconfiguring  the 
schools  in  order  to  save 
money  in  light  of  recent 
state  fund  cuts,  impending 
federal  cuts  and  the  cost  of 
building  a  new  school. 

Plans  for  a  preschool  wing 
had  been  included  in  the 
new  school’s  design.  The 
district  halted  construction 
on  the  preschool  wing  two 
weeks  ago  in  hopes  of  re¬ 
configuration. 

During  the  meeting,  Reed 
suggested  the  district  scrap 
plans  for  the  preschool  wing 
in  the  new  school  and  re¬ 
strict  it  to  Adair  County  El¬ 
ementary  School,  which 


eliminates  use  of 
Col.  Wm.  Casey 

already  has  a  preschool 
wing. 

“We’ve  double  checked, 
triple  counted.. .it  works,” 
Reed  said.  “It  gets  our 
school  district  out  of  a  hor¬ 
rible  financial  bind.” 

The  new  reconfiguration 
proposal  for  the  2013-2014 
school  year  is  as  follows, 
while  eliminating  the  use  of 
John  Adair  Intermediate 
School. 

•  New  school  currently 
under  construction:  kinder¬ 
garten,  first  and  second 
grades. 

•  Adair  County  Elemen¬ 
tary  School:  preschool, 
third,  fourth  and  fifth 
grades. 

•  Adair  County  Middle 
School:  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.

Turner  resigns 
school  board 
position 


School  Board  member  Re¬ 
becca  Turner  resigned  from 
her  position  last  week  because 
she  no  longer  lives  in  her 
elected  district. 

Turner,  who  was  elected  to 
represent  school  board  Dis¬ 
trict  1,  moved  into  District  2  in 
January.  State  law  indicates 
board  members  have  to  live  in 
the  district  they  were  elected. 

After  inquiry  from  the  Com¬ 
munity  Voice  on  Tuesday  of 
last  week,  Superintendent 
Alan  Reed  consulted  board  at¬ 
torney  Jeff  Hoover  regarding 
the  issue.  Early  Friday  morn¬ 
ing,  Turner  submitted  her  let¬ 
ter  of  resignation. 

Reed  informed  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Commissioner  of 
Education  Terry  Holiday  of 
the  resignation.  He  is  waiting 
to  hear  back  from  the  commis¬ 
sioner’s  office  regarding  the 
application  process,  so  appli¬ 
cations  for  the  District  1  posi¬ 
tion  aren’t  available  at  this 
time. 

Media  relations  specialist 
Lisa  Gross  of  the  Department 
of  Education  said  once  the 
commissioner’s  office  receives 
the  resignation,  they  have  90 
days  to  choose  someone  to  fill 
the  vacant  position. 

The  commissioner’s  office 
will  inform  the  board  when 
the  application  process  can 


begin.  Gross  said  usually  ap¬ 
plications  would  be  available 
at  the  central  office.  Com¬ 
pleted  applications  would  then 
be  sent  to  the  Kentucky  De¬ 
partment  of  Education. 

The  school  district  will  have 
to  advertise  the  position  and 
set  a  deadline  for  the  applica¬ 
tions.  Once  applications  have 
been  received,  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Education  will 
select  a  committee  to  oversee 
interviews.  The  committee 
would  then  make  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  Commissioner 
Holiday. 

Each  applicant  will  have  to 
meet  certain  qualifications 
such  as  reach  24  years  of  age, 
be  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  for  at 
least  three  years  and  have  a 
high  school  diploma  or  GED. 
Applicants  cannot  hold  a  city, 
county  or  state  office,  be  a 
member  of  the  legislature  or 
own  a  business  that  has  a  con¬ 
tract  with  the  school  district. 

Applicants  also  cannot  be 
related  to  someone  who  cur¬ 
rently  works  in  a  school  dis¬ 
trict.  Relatives  include 
husband,  wife,  children,  par¬ 
ents,  aunts  and  uncles,  etc. 

First  and  foremost,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  has  to  live  in  District  1, 
which  is  made  up  of  the 
Breeding  and  Sparksville  area.

•  Adair  County  High 
School  remains  the  same 
with  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh 
and  twelfth  grades. 

CONCERNS 

While  supportive  of  the 
proposal,  most  of  the  prin¬ 
cipals  in  the  district  had 
concerns  about  the  details 
of  the  reconfiguration,  es¬ 
pecially  regarding  the 
crowding  of  the  schools  by 
eliminating  JAIS. 

“All  of  our  buildings  are 
going  to  be  crowded,  but  it’s 
what  we  have  to  do  at  this 
time,”  Reed  said. 

ACMS  principal  Alma 
Rich  had  concerns  regard¬ 
ing  moving  the  sixth  grade 
into  the  middle  school.  Rich 
said  they  would  possibly 
have  to  clear  out  at  least 
nine  classrooms  to  make 
room  for  an  extra  grade. 

Reed  said  he  walked 
through  the  school  with  As¬ 
sistant  Superintendent  to 
the  schools  Brenda  Mann 
and  Instructional  Supervi¬ 
sor  Phyllis  Curry  and  is  con¬ 
vinced  the  building  could 
maintain  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  grades. 

“In  the  end,  it  all  does 
work,”  Reed  said. 

Another  concern  was  the 
number  of  students  pre¬ 
dicted  to  attend  ACES  next 
year.  Mann  predicted  that, 
under  the  proposal,  more 
than  650  students  would  at¬ 
tend  ACES  next  year,  while 
it  was  designed  for  600  stu¬ 
dents. 

JAIS  principal  Jane  Bran¬ 
ham  was  concerned  about 
the  student-to-teacher  ratio 
if  the  student  population 


reached  that  high.  Mann 
said  the  student-to-teacher 
ratio  is  maintained  by  the 
state. 

Also  in  the  proposal,  stu¬ 
dents  in  preschool  would  be 
placed  at  ACES  and  then 
transferred  to  kindergarten 
at  the  new  school. 

“I  am  worried  about  mov¬ 
ing  our  smallest  kids,”  said 
ACES  principal  Robbie 
Harmon. 

Reed  said  while  they 
would  be  switching  schools, 
the  entire  grade  would  be 
placed  together  while  in  the 
past  pre-school  was  sepa¬ 
rated  between  ACES  and 
Col.  Wm.  Casey. 

Branham  was  also  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  staff  at 
John  Adair  once  they  learn 
the  school  will  be  shutting 
down. 

“I’ve  got  to  have  an  an¬ 
swer  to  the  people  in  my 
building,”  Branham  said. 

Reed  said  most  of  the  sav¬ 
ings  from  closing  JAIS 
would  be  through  mainte¬ 
nance  and  utilities.  Staffing 
decisions  would  be  made 
when  new  site-based  coun¬ 
cils  are  elected. 

THE  BEST

From  a  curriculum  stand 
point,  Curry  said  the  teach¬ 
ers  in  Adair  County  have  set 
high  standards. 

“Our  teachers  are  out  in 
the  forefront  of  the  curricu¬ 


lum  and  standards,”  Curry 
said.  “It’s  going  to  make  it 
difficult  to  do,  but  it’s  the 
best  solution  at  this  time.” 

The  LPC  voted  unani¬ 
mously  after  an  hour  of  dis¬ 
cussion  to  reconfigure  the 
schools  from  five  facilities 
to  four,  eliminating  the  use 
of  John  Adair  Intermediate. 

“In  short  we  are  taking 
control  of  our  own  destiny, 
instead  of  waiting  for  some 
government  bailout  or  cap¬ 
ital  outlay  (building)  funds 
that  are  likely  to  be  years 
out  of  there,  if  at  all,”  Reed 
said.  “The  actions  of  the 
LPC  and  the  BOE  are  both 
fiscally  and  educationally 
sound.  Taxpayers  will  also 
appreciate  our  efforts  to 
streamline.” 

Reed  said  he  is  pleased 
with  the  decision  because  it 
means  students  will  be  be¬ 
ginning  the  next  year  in  ei¬ 
ther  new  or  recently 
renovated  facilities  and  save 
on  operating  costs  by  tear¬ 
ing  down  two  of  the  state’s 
worst  facilities  with  JAIS 


ranked  No.  1  and  Col.  Wm. 
Casey  ranked  No.  8. 

The  reconfiguration 
would  save  the  school  dis¬ 
trict  around  $500,000  a 
year  in  operational  costs. 
Reed  said  on  the  heels  of  a 
$170,000  cut  in  SEEK 
funds  and  expected  federal 
cuts,  the  move  will  make  an 
important  impact  on  the 
school  district. 

Plans  will  include  making 
principal  assignments  by 
Jan.  1,  board  will  ask  em¬ 
ployees  regarding  place¬ 
ment  by  Feb.  1  and  schedule 
interviews,  attempt  to  as¬ 
sign  staff  by  late  February 
or  early  March  2013,  work 
with  principals  and  the  cen¬ 
tral  office  leadership  team, 
and  all  other  decisions  will 
come  after  new  site-based 
councils  are  decided  upon. 

The  school  board  met 
briefly  after  the  meeting 
and  approved  the  reconfig¬ 
uration  proposal  from  the 
LPC.  Board  members  Mike 
Harris,  Marsha  Walker  and 
Floyd  Burton  all  voted  in 
favor  of  the  proposal. 

Board  members  Joseph 
Payne  and  Rebecca  Turner 
were  not  present  at  the 
meeting.

School  districts  must 
demonstrate  how  they  can 
personalize  education  for 
all  students  in  their 
schools.

tant  relationship  between 
teachers  and  students. 

School  districts  receiving 
this  competitive  grant  must 
provide  teachers  the  infor¬ 
mation,  tools  and  support 
that  enable  them  to  meet 
the  needs  of  each  student 
and  substantially  accelerate 
and  deepen  each  students 
learning. 

“Under  ‘Race  to  the  Top,’ 
our  district  will  have  to 
drastically  change  its  poli¬ 
cies,  systems,  infrastruc¬ 
ture,  and  culture  to  enable 
teachers,  teacher  teams,  and 
school  leaders  to  continu¬ 
ously  focus  on  improving 
individual  student  achieve¬ 
ment  and  closing  achieve¬ 
ment  gaps,”  Reed  said. 

Under  “Race  to  the  Top, 
the  aim  will  be  to  prepare 


each  student  to  master  the 
content  and  skills  required 
for  college-  and  career- 
readiness,  require  that  stu¬ 
dents  pursue  a  rigorous 
course  of  study,  and  target 
students’  individual  needs. 
Schools  will  create  opportu¬ 
nities  for  students  to  iden¬ 
tify  and  pursue  areas  of 
personal  academic  inter¬ 
est-all  while  ensuring  that 
each  student  masters  criti¬ 
cal  areas  identified  in  col¬ 
lege-  and  career-ready 
standards  or  college-  and 
career-ready  high  school 
graduation  requirements. 

“In  my  opinion,  our 
teachers  and  students 
would  be  faced  with  the 
toughest  set  of  academic 
changes  ever  undertaken  in 
Race  to  the  Top,”  Reed  said.

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Council  discusses  nuisance  ordinance

The  Columbia  city  coun¬ 
cil  discussed  a  new  nui¬ 
sance  ordinance  on 
Monday. 

The  council  previously 
adopted  a  nuisance  ordi¬ 
nance  in  1983,  and  Mayor 
Mark  Harris  presented  a 
rough-draft  to  the  council 
for  discussion. 

Council  member  Linda 
Waggener  had  concerns 
regarding  committee  mem¬ 
bers  all  living  in  the  same 
part  of  the  city.  Waggener 
said  it  would  be  important 
that  there  be  a  variety. 

“Things  (approval  of 
committee  members)  go  by 
so  fast  sometimes,  maybe 
we  should  have  that  in  the 
ordinance,”  Waggener 
said. 

Some  of  the  require¬ 
ments  to  be  committee 
members  are  to  own  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  city  and  to  live  in 
the  city. 

Council  member  Jim 


Hadley  said  the  council 
could  have  problems  find¬ 
ing  members  for  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  people 
that  own  a  lot  of  property 
that  don’t  live  in  the  city,” 
Hadley  said. 

Council  member  Robert 
Flowers  suggested  it  might 
be  a  good  idea  to  put  a 
planning  and  zoning  com¬ 
mittee  member  on  the  nui¬ 
sance  committee.  City 
attorney  Marshall  Loy  said 
it  would  be  a  potential  con¬ 
flict  of  interest  to  do  so. 

Council  member  June 
Parson  had  some  questions 
regarding  some  of  the  dic¬ 
tion  in  the  ordinance.  In 
the  portion  that  describes 
the  nuisance  committee 
members,  it  only  describes 
three  members  while  a  pre¬ 
vious  statement  indicated 
there  were  to  be  five  mem¬ 
bers.  It  also  referred  to 
heating  and  ventilation 


days  that  weren’t  expanded 
on  in  the  rest  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Flowers  brought  up  the 
topic  of  accountability  for 
the  nuisance  ordinance. 
Flowers  requested  the 
council  to  receive  a  report 
every  month  so  they  can 
visibly  see  the  progress  of 
the  any  case  brought  before 
the  committee. 

“If  nothing  is  going  to  be 
done  other  than  passing  an 
ordinance,  then  we’re 
wasting  our  time,”  Flowers 
said.  “There  has  to  be 
accountability.” 

The  council  agreed  that 
the  ordinance  needed  a  few 
more  adjustments  before 
the  ordinance  could  offi¬ 
cially  be  brought  before  the 
council  for  the  first  read¬ 
ing.

For  a  while  now,  I  have  been 
paying  more  attention  to  my 
health.  As  I  am  getting  older,  I 
have  realized  just  how  impor¬ 
tant  it  is.  I  run  anywhere  from  a 
mile  to  a  mile  and  a  half  four 
times  a  week  and  try  my  best  to 
make  it  to  the  gym.  However, 
exercising  is  only  half  the  battle. 

A  lot  of  people  who  go  on 
diets  don’t  do  it  the  right  way— 
the  healthy  way.  Some  run  for 
the  quick  fix  such  as  diet  pills 
and  don’t  stop  and  organize  a 
long-term  plan.  I  did  some  re¬ 
search  on  what  foods  are 
healthy  and  what  foods  aren’t. 

I  found  a  health  website  that 
highlighted  the  six  most  un¬ 
healthy  foods  to  avoid. 

•  Number  six  on  the  list  is 
canned  soup.  According  to  the 
website,  canned  soups  usually 
have  high  levels  of  trans  fats 
and  sodium.  One  cup  of  soup 
can  have  almost  1,000  mil¬ 
ligrams  of  salt,  it  continued. 

An  alternative  to  canned  soup 
would  be  homemade  soup.  The 
content  of  sodium  could  be 
somewhat  controlled.  Another 
option  would  be  paying  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  nutritional  value  of  a 


soup  before  it  is  bought.  There 
are  some  soups  that  are  low  in 
sodium  and  trans  fats. 

•  Number  five  on  the  list  is 
luncheon  meats  and  hot  dogs.  It 
stated  processed  meats  contain 
sodium  nitrite,  which  some 
doctors  claim  is  a  “dangerous, 
cancer-causing  ingredient.” 

•  Number  four  on  the  list  is 
coffee  cake  or  baked  goods.  I 
think  this  is  a  no  brainer.  Baked 
goods  tend  to  have  high 
amounts  of  trans  fats  and  addi¬ 
tives  such  as  corn  syrup. 

•  Number  three  on  the  list  is 
doughnuts.  Like  baked  goods, 
there  is  an  issue  with  high 
amounts  of  sugar,  hydro¬ 
genated  oil  and  trans  fats. 

•  Number  two  is  potato  chips 
and  French  fries.  I  know  a  quick 
run  through  the  drive  through 
is  easy  when  there  is  only  30 
minutes  to  an  hour  for  a  lunch 
break.  However,  stop  a  minute 
to  look  at  other  healthier  menu 
options.  Some  restaurants  have 
included  healthier  items  over 
the  past  couple  of  years. 

•  And  finally  number  one  of 
the  list  is  soda.  The  website 
refers  to  soda  as  “liquid  candy.” 


It  has  high  amounts  of  sugar, 
calories  and  sodium.  The  best 
option  would  be  to  avoid  them 
altogether. 

However,  I  know  for  a  fact  it 
is  hard  to  cut  soft  drinks  out  of 
a  diet.  If  that  is  undoable,  try  to 
limit  the  number  of  drinks  and 
choose  other  options  such  as 
water  every  once  in  a  while. 

While  doing  research  on  un¬ 
healthy  foods  it’s  also  impor¬ 
tant  to  do  research  on  what  the 
most  healthy  foods  are. 

Some  healthy  foods  I  found  in 
my  research  are  eggs,  tomatoes, 
sweet  potatoes,  nuts,  beans, 
dairy,  fish,  whole  grains,  greens 
and  berries. 

When  making  dietary 
changes  it’s  important  to  look  at 
it  as  a  lifestyle  change  instead  of 
a  diet.  The  word  “diet”  has  a 
negative  connotation  and  usu¬ 
ally  only  turns  out  as  a  tempo¬ 
rary  solution. 

In  order  to  be  healthier  and 
stay  healthy,  it’s  important  to 
do  more  than  just  “go  on  a  diet 
for  a  couple  of  weeks.”  In  order 
to  stay  healthy,  a  long  term 
change  in  lifestyle  needs  to 
occur.

Give  me  a  cup  of  coffee  and  a  fried 
apple  pie  and  I  will  smile  for  a  while.  So  thinking  along  those  lines  here  a  few  apple 
recipes  I  hope  you  enjoy  and  share  with  a  friend  over  coffee  or  warm  apple  cider.  Happy 
eating! 


Apple  Turnovers 


2  tablespoons  lemon  juice 
4  cups  water 

4  Granny  Smith  apples  -  peeled,  cored  and  sliced 
2  tablespoons  butter 
1  cup  brown  sugar 
1  teaspoon  ground  cinnamon 
1  tablespoon  cornstarch 
1  tablespoon  water 

1  (17.25  ounce)  package  frozen  puff  pastry  sheets,  thawed 
1  cup  confectioners'  sugar 
1  tablespoon  milk 
1  teaspoon  vanilla  extract 


Combine  the  lemon  and  4  cups  water  in  a 
large  bowl.  Place  the  sliced  apples  in  the 
water  to  keep  them  from  browning. 

Melt  butter  in  a  large  skillet  over  medium 
heat.  Drain  water  from  apples,  and  place 
them  into  the  hot  skillet.  Cook  and  stir  for 
about  2  minutes.  Add  brown  sugar,  and  cin¬ 
namon,  and  cook,  stirring,  for  2  more  min¬ 
utes.  Stir  together  cornstarch  and  1  table¬ 
spoon  water.  Pour  into  the  skillet,  and  mix 
well.  Cook  for  another  minute,  or  until  sauce 
has  thickened.  Remove  from  heat  to  cool 
slightly. 

Preheat  the  oven  to  400  degrees  F. 

Unfold  puff  pastry  sheets,  and  repair  any 
cracks  by  pressing  them  back  together.  Trim 
each  sheet  into  a  square.  Then  cut  each  larger 
square  into  4  smaller  squares.  Spoon  apples 
onto  the  center  of  each  squares.  Fold  over 
from  corner  to  corner  into  a  triangle  shape, 
and  press  edges  together  to  seal.  Place 


turnovers  on  a  baking  sheet,  leaving  about  1 
inch  between  them. 

Bake  for  25  minutes  in  the  preheated  oven, 
until  turnovers  are  puffed  and  lightly 
browned.  Cool  completely  before  glazing. 

To  make  the  glaze,  mix  together  the  confec¬ 
tioners'  sugar,  milk  and  vanilla  in  a  small 
bowl.  Adjust  the  thickness  by  adding  more 
sugar  or  milk  if  necessary.  Drizzle  glaze  over 
the  cooled  turnovers.

1  1/2  c  shortening

Roll  out  top 
crust.  Cover  with  top  crust.  Brush  top  with  egg 
white.  Slit  crust.  Bake  at  350  for  45-60  min.  Mix  1 
cup  powdered  sugar  and  1/2  tsp  vanilla  with 
enough  cream  or  milk  to  make  thin  frosting.  Mix 
well  and  spread  over  hot  crust.

seen.  It  was  the  size  of  an 
orange  but  the  color  was  a 
deep  ruby  red. 

“Thanks,  but  I’ll  pass,”  I 
said,  turning  up  my  nose. 

“To  develop  healthier  eat¬ 
ing  habits,  you  must 
expand  your  taste  buds,” 
Sam  said,  echoing  what  our 
parents  told  us  frequently.

DIABETES:  A  flu  shot  could  be  a  life  saver 


If  you  have  diabetes,  a  flu 
shot  could  be  a  life  saver. 

Do  you  need  a  pneumo¬ 
nia  shot,  too? 

Having  the  flu  can  be 
hard  for  anyone  but  it  is 
extra  risky  for  people  with 
diabetes.  Diabetes  can 
weaken  your  body’s  ability 
to  fight  the  flu  virus.  Being 
sick  can  raise  your  blood 
glucose  and  keep  you  from 
eating  properly.  You  are 
also  at  risk  of  flu-related 
problems  like  pneumonia. 
So  for  people  with  diabetes, 
the  flu  can  mean  longer  ill¬ 


ness.  It  can  mean  being  put 
in  the  hospital  or  even 
death. 

Ways  You  Can 
Prevent  the  Flu 

•  Get  a  flu  shot  every  year 
as  soon  as  it  is  offered  each 
fall! 

•  Avoid  close  contact  with 
people  who  are  sick. 

•  Stay  home  when  you’re 
sick  to  prevent  others  from 
catching  your  illness. 

•  Cover  your  mouth  and 
nose  with  a  tissue  when 
coughing  or  sneezing. 


Throw  the  tissue  in  the 
trash. 

•  Avoid  touching  your 
eyes,  nose  or  mouth. 
Germs  spread  that  way. 

•  Wash  your  hands  with 
soap  and  water  often  and 
after  you  cough  or  sneeze. 
Alcohol-based  hand  clean¬ 
ers  work  well. 

•  Make  use  of  “wipes“ 
that  some  stores  have  to 
clean  cart  handles. 

•  Practice  other  good 
health  habits.  Get  plenty  of 
sleep,  be  physically  active, 
and  manage  your  stress. 


Also  drink  plenty  of  fluids, 
and  eat  healthy  food. 

Flu  Shot  Guide 

•  People  with  diabetes  (6 
months  old  or  older) 
should  receive  flu  shot 
every  year  as  soon  as  it  is 
offered  each  fall. 

•  Children  with  diabetes 
under  the  age  of  9  who  get  a 
flu  shot  for  the  first  time 
should  get  2  doses  at  least 
28  days  apart. 

•  People  with  diabetes 
should  receive  the  flu  vac¬ 
cine  in  a  shot.  The  nasal 


spray  vaccine  is  not  safe  for 
people  with  diabetes. 

NOTE:  If  you  are  allergic 
to  eggs,  check  with  your 
health  care  provider  before 
receiving  any  flu  vaccine. 

A  pneumonia  shot  is  also 
important  for  people  with 
diabetes  and  can  be  taken 
anytime  during  the  year.  It 
is  a  safe  and  easy  way  to 
protect  yourself. 

Guide  for  Pneumonia 
Shots 

•  Adults  and  children 
(age  2  or  more)  with  dia¬ 


betes  should  receive  a  life¬ 
time  shot  to  protect  against 
pneumonia. 

•  A  second  shot  may  be 
recommended  for  people 
with  diabetes  older  than  65. 
Discuss  the  need  for  this 
second  shot  with  your 
health  care  provider.

response  to  a  feeding  pro¬ 
gram  and  actual  feed/for¬ 
age  intake  and  body  con¬ 
dition  should  be  moni¬ 
tored  throughout  the 
feeding  program.
